KUROPATKIN FEELS SAFE 


Says He Can Crush Any Jap Force 


North of the Yalu Easily. 


London. April 21.—The 
military 


expert of the London Daily Times, 
In discussing conditions at the front, 
says: 
"So far as we can judge by 


the telegrams from the seat of war 
the Russians mean to make 
their 


stand at the Yalu river, and in this 
case they will Ispecdily require all 
of their skill and resolution to main- 
tain 
such 
a dangerously advanced 


position. The Russian calculation Is 
that the Japanese 
transports 
can 


land only 28,000 men each trip and 
that a fortnight must Intervene be- 
fore the second 
contingent 
can 


reach the scene of action. 
Therefore 


should the Japanese land north of 
the Llao Tung gulf. Gen. Kmopatkin 
has sulllclent men to fall upon 
the 


Japanese first landed and overwhelm 
them before the transports could re- 
turn with reinforcements. 
The Rus- 


sian experts claim that they have 
nothing to fear from the army of 
Gen. Kui'Jkl now i» Korea, as it 
would take fully a month for him to 
move his troops to the support of the 
other Japanese army. Therefore the 
Russians argue that Gen. Kiiropatkln 
is In a position to crush nny attempt 
on the part of the Japanese to oper- 
ate In Manchuria. 
"If these facts are obvious to the 


Russians it would seem that 
they 


should be equally so to the Japanese 
general staff which IH directing the 
campaign. 
The appearance of 
the 


Cossacks nt Chong-Sen will certain- 
ly serve to remind the staff that the 
right flank of Gen. Kurokl's army is 
still vulnerable although nt present 
the danger does not seem to be very 
formidable. 
Tho fact that nothing 


has been heard from. Gen. Mlschts- 
chenko and his force of Cossacks for 
Three weeks may mean that the lat- 
ter Intends to make a bold dash upon 
northern Korea from the northca.it 
and endeavor to strike In upon the 
line of communications between Se- 
oul and Ping Yang and the reported 
advance1 "f the Cossacks to Chong- 
Sen may mean Just this. If the Japa- 
nese have taken the precaution to 
run a. chain of forts and «tout. block 
houses* across the northern part o 
l.hn Korean peninsula, and have par 
rlsoncd them with their second llm 
of troops, these raiders should vlo ho 
serious Injury lo the Japanese nlnct 
the troops on the Yalu ought by this 
time to have shifted their base close 
tip to the river, and thus made them 
pelves Independent of the land line o 
communication."

WATERCRESS AS 


GARDEN PRODUCT 


It Is Found in Many of the Gardens 


About the City Carefully 


Cared For. 


Throttphont the city many pardons 
ire being planted at this time of 
year. 
They arc a little later this 


sprint; owning to the cold winter anJ 
l»to spring but still In many places 
lettuce and other hardy plants have 
been started. In the first ward there 
are several very handsome gardens 
In one of them a little bed of water- 
cress is growing. Watercress usual- 
ly thrives only In the 
cold 
trout 


streams or brooks and the sight of 
It's growing as a domesticated gar- 
den plant was most Interesting. Yet 
It will thrive to perfection In Bar- 
dens, and with little care the supply 
may be itcpt up at all seasons, and 
•while the lamlly is benefited l>y the 
free enjoyment of a sanitary salad 
its production will prove a constant 
source of gratification to those en- 
gaged In Ita growth. A simple meth- 
od1 of growing -watercress Is to sow 
the seed on a fairly moist border with 
a notlhcrn aspect preferred. 
If shal- 


low d-.|llls are drawn between the 
rows of plants, water may be sup- 
plied In these drills without disturb- 
ing the young growths, which might 
easily be washed away If water were 
poured Immediately ui>on them. When 
the plants have grown to the height 
of an Inch or so they should be' thin- 
ned, to about two Inches apart, and 
•when they meet and' begin to over- 
lap c-\rry alternative plant should 
be -withdrawn- lor the table. 
This 


vrttl constitute the first gathering, 
and will leave the- plants 
ot 
four 


Inches apart. 
If. owing to the soil 


being rich anJ water plentifully sup- 
plied, the plants appear soon to be- 
come crowded, they may be further 
thinned to eight indies apart., and 
the thinnings will constitute the sec- 
ond, third or fourth gatherings, after 
•which there should' be no more plants 
•withdrawn. The very strong planta 
now remaining in the hed- may be 
topped an needful, and It should nl-. 
•ways be borne in mind that a:t topping 
checks the growth 
considerably It 


should be carried on In a systematic 
manner, beginning at one end of the 
bed ami proceeding, regularly to the 
other end. so that those first topped 
may have time to recover and mako 
strong growth before being topped 
again. 
It may be proper to say that water- 
cress seed1 may be sown at any time 
from March to September and the 
late sowings kept green and tender 
for use ail the winter by means of 
*nich protection as-a frame will af- 
ford. 
Under artificial treatment the 


plant is more tender than when grow- 
ing In a. stream and 
exposure 
to 
severe frost will' result In the death 
of the plants, unless- they are cover- 
ed- with glass, but slight frosts will 
do no harm whatever. We will sup- 
pose that summer Is advancing, in 
•which case the plants may become 
wiry and run up to flower. This nat- 
ural consequence can only be pre- 
vented by keeping the growth show- 
Ing- signs of belting cut black. On 
the accession of cooler weather these 
older plants will make a free and fine 
growth from the bottom and supply 
the table again with cress- through 
the autumn. Another plan is to have 
a succession of sowings, 
KO 
that 
there shall' be young plants ready for 
use when the early sowings are push- 
Ing- into bloom. 


Another method is to sow the seeds 


In a box placed' in a shaded part of 
the greenhouse and kept damp, lly 
May- the seedlings should be ready 
to set out about six Inches apart on 
•well-matured 
ground' and these, If 


"kept well watered dlurlng summer, 
should room cover the ground and af- 
ford many pickings. 
They may also 


be grown in poUt and pans Mood in 
a shaded corner. 
Filled with good 


loam- soil and kept in a saucer of 
clean rainwater they will thrive with- 
out much trouble ami produce an 
abundant supply of. tender cress for 
a length of lime. Put In at the bot- 
tom, about four inches- of old mortar 
ami rubble, filling up with 
rough 
lea my material. 
If not grown from 


seeds, cuttings may be taUen from a 
bundle bought at the shop, but these 
must be fresh. Cut them at a joint, 
insert firmly, water, well and keep 
them close and- shaded' from hot sun-' 
shine until they liven up.

•was expected when the committee be- 
gan consideration of the bill It would 
pass as quickly up it did In the house, 
hut the discovery that tho bill mlcht 
have effects not Intended will brlnii 
it up for discussion

ate. 


Canal Zone Government. 


Washington, April 21.—Tho House 


committee on Interstate and foreign 
commerce took up all pending bills 
for the government of the Panama Ca- 
nal zone and disposed of the question 
by striking out of the Senate bill all 
after tho enacting clause and Insert- 
Ing, with a few alight changes, tho sec- 
ond .section of the act of 1903. of which 
Thomas Jefferson was tho author, for 
the government ,of the lerrltory HC- 
quired by the Louisiana purchase. This 
provides that the government of the 
territory "rhall be vested In such per- 
non or peruonH. and shall bo exercised 
In such iimnntr us the President (if 
the United Status shall direct."
